x On 18 March General Tighe submitted to the DCI/IC a proposed 
Memorandum from the NSCIC to NSC. In commenting on the "Substantive 
Objectives," he said that the value of intelligence to consumers could 
be significantly improved if there were a "closer link"! between the 
national intelligence effort and projected national policy. "If 
the Director of Central Intelligence could be provided annual guidance 
outlining the major national policy objectives for the forthcoming 
twelve-month period, this link could be established." The NSC should 
provide this to the NSCIC, 

Comment: This is the impossible dream and perhaps an undesirable 
one too. We have to settle for more modest efforts to improve 
consumer-producer contact. 
sie, On 21 March RADM Hilton in a Memo to the DCI/IC proposed as an 
agenda item consideration of the purpose of the NSCIC Working Group. 
He regretted the lack of TORs for the Working Group or the Intelligence 
Panel.

At the 12 March NSCIC Working Group Meeting, the D/DCI/IC discussed 
the Provision of Consumer Guidance to the Intelligence Community, 
and asked Mr. Ober if he would be willing to present a proposed 
method of approach and study outline at the next meeting of the Group. 
Mr. Ober nodded. D/DCI/IC said he would seek to tie this down. RADM 
Hilton said he had ideas concerning this project since there were 
various documents used for OSD/JCS dialogue which might be useful. 
Subsequently, on 26 March, Secretary Ellsworth nominated Mr. Andrew 
Marshall, Director of Net Assessment, to be OSD Representative on 
Ad hoc subcommittee for Provision of Consumer Guidance to the Intelli- 
gence Community. 

Comment: We have not specifically followed this up, nor has 

RADM Hilton, except for his memo regretting lack of TORs. We 

might try to do it this month.
